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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants submit that Gothjaelpsen et al. does 
not disclose an adhesive containing tackifier. This was acknowledged in the previous office action, however, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) indicated that it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to add tackifier because the iventors contemplate such an 
embodiment (claim 3, and col. 4, lines 49-57). Applicants have not addressed this aspect of the invention. Applicants submit the form of 
the material is patentable subject matter, indicating that the secondary reference does not teach an adhesive in the form of a tape having 
two surfaces. All materials have at least two surfaces, so the physical structure recited in the claims and envisioned by Applciants is not 
rendered clear. As shown in secondary reference, adhesive posseses the requisite release liner. One having skill in the adhesive art 
would have found it obvious to arrive at the adhesive formulation in the form of a tape having a release liner since this common and 
unexceptional form of adhesive is disclosed in the prior art. That adhesives are for different end uses does not preclude one of ordinary 
skill in the art to combine references and arrive at the subject matter of the instant claims. Applicants may establish unobviousness 
differences showing how the physical form of the adhesive bring about unexpected results over the cited prior art. 
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
